Both Injunction and Con- 
tempt Cases Come to End 
at Indianapolis. 


REQUEST IS MADE 


BY PETITIONERS 


Explain That Employes in 
Ft. Wayne Had Quit and 
Places Are Filled. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 26.—Requests for a 
permanent injunction in connection with 
the Fort Wayne street 
car strike, as 
well as citations for contempt of court 
against Joseph C. Colgan, a member of 
the 
executive 
board 
of the national 
union of street car employes, and James 
E. Hooper and Claud B. Houston, lead- 
ers of the street car employes in Fort 
Wayne, were dismissed by Judge A. B. 
Anderson in federal court here today. 


The hearing on the request for a per- 
manent injunction was set for tomor- 
row, 
but 
attorneys 
for 
the 
United 
States Mortgage and Trust Company of 
Philadelphia, bondholders 
of 
the 
Fort 
Wayne street car company, moved to- 
day that the prayer be dismissed. 


It was explained that the injuncaon 
was sought 
to prevent 
a 
strike, 
but 
since the temporary order had been is- 
sued the employes had quit work and 
that now the company had filled thr'ir 
places with new men. 


The temporary order was issued last 
month and the next day the men went 
on strike. 
Colgan and the two Fort 
Wayne leaders were then cited for con- 
tempt.

Dacché Demands 
Arraignment. 


Bobert Fay. a lieutenant in the Ger- 
man 
army, Walter 
Seholz 
and 
Paul 
Daechc were arraigned 
in a Weehaw- 
ken, 
N. 
J., police 
court 
today 
on 
charges in connection with an 
alleged 
plot to blow up steamships sailing from 
Xew York with munitions for the al- 
lies. 
The three men 
were discharged 
hy the court but were immediately ar- 
ri'sted by federal agents on charges of 
conspiracy sworn to by Chief Flynn, of 
the secret service. 


Fay and Scliolz were brought to New 
York in custody of the federal officers. 
l);ieche at iii-.si agreed to go to New 
York, 
but 
when counsel 
advised 
liim 
that he liad the right of arraignment 
befoic tlie nearest federal eonnni.saioner, 
he claimed thnt |)rivilege. saying he had 
Jioiliing in common witli tlie others and 
did not caj-e to go to New York without 
arraignment, 
lie was' then turned over 
to an assistant of Chief Flynn. 


After the Chemical Works. 


While waiting for 
the 
men to be 
transferred to his custody Chief Flynu 
•said he was in possession of information 
which showed that Fay had told a man 
named 
eig the proper way to stop the 
sliijnnent.-i of 
munitions 
to the 
alliea 
was to blow up the chertiical works.

explaiiied thai it Mas useless to try 
to 
blow up sheli and powder works, be- 
cause tliosc plants could make repah-s 
easily and the worst damage that could 
be done them would delay them only a 
weeli or so. If the chemical plants were 
attacked they would be at the fountani 
head and repairs could not be quickly 
made. 


Fay also, the chief said, ridiculed Bomc 
of tho bombs found on various ships in 
the harbor and declared they were no 
good 
and 
made by amateius. 
"Joke 
bombs," he termed them. 
He said they 
would do no effective damage. 
Accord- 
iing to the chief. Fay asserted that when 
he left Holland for America on the Rot- 
terdam he carried a letter to a very 
high oflicial, but on the first day out h« 
destroyed it, fearing he niight be search- 
ed and the 
tetter 
found.

HIS ALIBI FAILS 


TO CONVINCE COURT 


Strike-Breaker 
Motorman 
Identifies Him as One 
of Assailants. 


Charles Carpenter, 4(51 Ruth 
street, 
a striking motorman lately in the em- 
ploy of the Traction company on the 
city lines, was found guilty in the city 
coi'irt, Tuesday morning, of assault and 
battery on Theodore Thompson, of In- 
dianapolis, a motorman employed as a 
strike-breaker here. 
He was lined $50 
and costs and an appeal was taken to 
the, circuit court. 


It was charged that Carpenter 
was 
one of four 
men 
who 
forcibly 
took 
Thompson and Conductor H. F. Ander- 
son from a street car at the Crescent 
avenue terminal of the Lakeside line a 
few minutes after eleven o'clock, last 
Friday 
night, dragged 
them into 
the 
shade of the trees near by and were 
going to tie the strike-breaker.« to a 
tree, when Thompson broke away, out- 
distanced his pursuers, got aboard his 
car and ran it to the CV)lumbia street 
bridge, wliere he reported the outrage 
to police officers he encountered there. 
Alibi Not Held^Gooa. 


Carpenter entered a plea of not guil- 
ty and as defense set up an alibi. Mo- 
torman 
Thompson 
was 
the 
principal 
witness against him and he was most 
positive in his identification of Carpen- 
ter as one of 4he /our men who had at- 
tacked him and Anderson. 
He stated 
thaa he had the day following the at- 
tack come face to face with Carpenter 
in «the public 
comfort 
station at 
the 
court house and at once recognized him 
as one of 
his 
assailants. 
Thompson 
signed an affidavit charging Carpenter 
with assault and batterv and the strik-

CALL CONVENTION 


State Conference Will Be 
Held at Indianapolis 
Nov. 16 and 17. 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., Oct. 26.—A 
con- 
certed state-wide movement for statu- 
tory prohibition in Indiana will be for- 
malh^ started in Indianapolis at a state 
convention of temperance forces to be 
held in Tomlinson hall November 16 and 
17. 
From 3,000 to 5,000 delegates from 
all parts of tho state will begin a cam- 
paign which is expected to carry tho 
"dry" light through the primaries and 
elections of next year to the 1917 legis- 
lature, which will be asked to pass a 
state-wide prohibition law.

the 
eentiment 
among "Indiana voters is overwhelm- 
ingly against the saloon" and bears the 
signatures of 700 prominent men in In- 
diana, was made public today by

Kills Without Wound 


London, Oct. 26.—(Correspondence of 
the American Press.)—Surgeons in l^ng- 
lish hospitals who attended viçtima of 
Zeppelin raids give remarkable facts re- 
garding 'the work of bombs launched 
from aircraft. 
Apart from their explo- 
sive fforce,

height of a mile or two gain such mo- 
mentum that they do great damage by 
their disturbance of the air.

those killed have inet their death from, 
the shock of the explosion without be- 
ing hit by any fragments of shell or 
sustai^ng wounds. 
Persons have, lose 
le^s an4 ATUis from the same cause. A 
Uirff« portion of those lulkid in the 
streéts and a majority of .thé- wounded 


have received their wounds from broken 
glass. 
More persona in the London tire.i 
have been killed 
or 
wounded in tho 
streets 
than in buildings.

ment that tiiey should stay in doors, 
the inhabitants persist in crowding into 
thé streets, running to windows and go- 
ing to the house tops when word that 
Zeppelins are coming is passed arounai 
A prominel^t American resident has 
mounted a large telescope on the roof 
of his house and happened to be enter- 
taining a dinner party on the evening 
of a reccnt raid. The party asccnded' to 
the roof and had a -^good Yiew of the 
ipectacle.

Escapes With His Life But 
Brings in Marks of 
Bullets. 


BrownB\nlle, Tex., Ort. 2G.—Sam Rob- 
ertson, president of the San Benito & 
Rio 
Grande 
Valley 
railroad, 
fought 
twice with 
Mexican 
bandits 
eighteen 
miles east of San Benito yesterday, the 
first 
time alone and the second 
time 
aided bv a 14-year-old 
Mexican 
boy, 
who 
handled 
the 
rifles. 
Robertson 
reached San Benito today with a bullet 
hole through the shoulder of his coat 
and with the heel of one shoe shot ofl". 


Robertson said that yesterday after- 
noon he was traveling east of San Be- 
nito in an automobile with a load of 
hardware. 
He lost some of the hard- 
ware and leaving the automobile ne.ar 
the roadside started back to find tlie 
lost articles. 
Returning to the automo- 
bile he discovered five Mexicans there 
and opened fire. They retm-ned the fire 
from behind a tree. 
Robertson saw ono 
man fall and after he had driven tho 
Me.vicans awav 
found pools of 
blood. 
The 
woimded 
man 
had been taken 
away. 


Robertson then set out afoot through 
the brush to look for a telephone re- 
cently strung on trees in that vicinity. 
He met a IMexican Iwy to whom h«- gave 
his rifle, while he kept his pump gun. 
Suddenly the boy 
turned 
and 
said: 
"Look out:" 
Robertson looked back and 
saw several 
Mexicans, how 
many 
hf 
could not saj'. 
Uoberteon and the boy 
began 
firing 
and ?oon the 
;Mcxicans 
again retireii.

Fittshui^, Pa., Oct. 
26.—Investiga- 
tions started last night by city and 
county officials into the box 
factory 
fire yesterday that took the, lives of 
12 girl employes and one man and 
caused serious injuries to eight other 
persons, were resumed today. 
Mayor 
J. G. 
Armstrong 
announced that 
a 
sweeping probe of all the circumstances 
would iSej made. 


At the hospital today it was stated 
that t])e death of, Gertrude Nedt, one 
of the factory girls Avho jumped from 
the third story to the sidewalk, was 
hourly expected. 
She sustained many 
broken bones and severe injuries to her 
head. 
George H. Woods, 
who 
also 
jumped, was another victim said to* be 
in a critical condition. 
Both leg» were 
broken and physicians feared he sus- 
tained 
internal/ injuries. 
The 
re- 
mainder of the injured were reported 
in a satisfactory condition although it 
will be weeks before some of them are 
able to leave the hospital. 


Starts in Straw Pile. 


The flames started in a pile of straw 
in the rear of the feed store of James 
Brown & Co., on the firist floor of the 
building. 
William C. Kimbel, general 
manager of the box factory company, 
went at once to the third and fourth 
floors and warped the girls employed 
there to leave 
quietly. 
The 
flames 
gained headway 
so rapidly, however, 
that escipe by means of stairways and 
fire escapes was soon cut off. 
Some 
of the girls attempted to go to the 
dressing room for their hats and, there, 
huddled on the floor, firemen found a 
majority of the bodies. 


Joseph L, Bash, 24 years old, and 
A. J. Seagle, employed on the second 
floor of the building, were about to 
jump when they were attracted by the 
.screams of girls in the windows above. 
The men told the girls to jump. 
One 
by one as the girls leaped, Bash and 
Seagle caught them, lowered them as 
far as they could nnd then let them 
drop to the sidewalk. 


C. R. Carlisle, driver of a transfer 
wagon, "drove his wagon into an alley 
in the rear of the building and threw 
up a rope to girls in a window -above. 
After making one end fast, they slid 
down the rope to safety. 


Trapped Behind Door. 


Margaret Steigerwald, 17 years old, 
who was injured by jumping from a 
third-floor window, said 
she and 
five 
other girls were trapped in the building 
when somebody closed a door at the 
head of the stairway on the second 
floor. 


"We got 
our 
Avraps 
and 
started 
down the stairway," said Miss Steiger- 
wald. 
"As we reached the second floor 
some person closed the door at the 
head of 
the stairway 
and we 
were 
trapped. 
We tried to open the door 
without success and then we started 
back to the third floor. By that time 
the third floor was filled with smoke. 
We made for the windows. 
One girl 
pushed me away from a windo\c and 
I was the last to jump."

Pope Benedict in Interview 
Tells of Suffering Over ' 
Conflict. 


Rome, Oct. 25,—Via Paris, Oct. 26.— 
^Pope Benedict, in an interview published 
•in the Avvencc d'ltalia, expressed his 
deep affliction by the tragic events rav- 
ishing Europe and his suffering at being 
obliged to look powerless upon such a 
spectacle, but in 
his 
father's 
heart, 
which cherished .alike all his children, 
the pope said he thought only of the 
day when the rulers of warring peoples 
shall understand the necessity and duty 
of ending the ^carnage; which is over- 
throwing all human and divine laws. 


The holy father abstained, he said, 
from passing judgments, which have no 
practical result, but would, on the con- 
trary, cause fresh recriminations 
and 
sow fresh discords. 
He deplored tho 
violence and barbarities practiced in a 
war wherein the 
conquests of science 
were placed at the service of murder. 


In conclusion the pope declared .that 
his appeal for peatfe having been un- 
heard, he would continue the charitable 
work for the benefit of the wounded.

n-oshen is rather proud—and justifiably, too—of the fact that 
She has just demonstrated that it is possible to conduct a. fall fes- 
livai and do it sucoes.sfully on a. clean, wholesome basis. It extend- 
ed over three days, with the streets of the city thronged each after- 
noon and evening with merry throngs engaged at innocent enjoy- 
ment, the event culminating in a. Hallowe'en parade and demonstra- 
tion that was ample in noise, in color, and enthusiasm, but without 
antoward incident to mar the record of the week. 


The notable feature of Goshen's undertaking was the fact that 
it was accomplished without a saloon on the job, without a "wide 
open" town and without rowdyism. Three arrests for drunkenness 
constituted the sum-total of law-infractions that came to the surface 
during the three days of men-y-making. Moreover, there was not a 
gambling device of any sort in operation, not an immoral show and 
not a questionable attraction of any sorj; in evidence. Goshen, too, 
is a fairly good-sized town. It was called upon, doubtless, to meet 
the contention in some quarters that for an occasion of this kind 
there should be a temporary tilting of the ''lid;" that for three 
days there might well be some license given for indulgence not per- 
mitted at other times, and that in honor of the occasion and to guar- 
antee its financial success there should be special dispensation that 
would permit the application of a bit of red paint to the town by 
those whose inclinations lead in that directions. 


But Goshen stood resolutely against all that sort of thing, and, 
refusing to pander to (lepravod tastos, or to tolerate outlawry or in- 
decency even on 
carnival (iccasion, supplied clean, wholesome 
nmusemeut 1n many thousands oi people. One man wIiorc ideas of 
the fitness of Uiings pormilted liim to appear carrying a banner ad- 
vertising a .saloon in an adjoining town was even taken from the 
streets and ^ivcu .sonic timely and effective admonition on the im- 
propriety of bis i-ondue1. Goshen"?, fall festival is said to have been 
clean throughout, and the city's business men who were behind the 
enterprise may well be gratified at its success. More than that, they 
have set a valuable example to other cities. 


Residents of the Fifth and Sixth wards in large numbers are 
said to be signing remonstrances against the proposed location of 
an auxiliaiy city garbage crematoiy at the end of Huestis avenue, 
pleading that another location be chosen for the plant. It must be 
admitted that the prospect of a garbage incinerator in the imme- 
diate vicinity of any residential section is not an inviting one, and in 
•view of the prevailing southwest winds the Huestis avenue location 
is one that is very apt to make the crematory obnoxious to a vei*y 
large section of the city. Any possible inside location for such a 
plant is undesirable. 
It should be placed, despite the longer haul, 
at some remote point that will remove as far as possible the chances 
of giving offense. 


Howling objections are being poured into the census bureau at 
Washington following the recent publication of the mid-census esti- 
mates on population by a number of Indiana cities which are moral- 
ly certain the bureau has placed their figures much too low. Mun- 
cie, for instance, says no account was taken of some 8,000 to 10,000 
people who reside just outside the corporate limits of that city. 
What Evansville thinks of the estimate that crowded her out of sec- 
ond place in Indiana and gave the rank to Fort Wayne, is altogether 
improper for publication in any well-regulated family newspaper.

INDIANA'S RURAL SCHOOLS. 


(Indianapolis News). 


At the Mississippi valley tuberculosis 
conference, which was held recently in 
this 
city, 
some 
astounding charges 
against rural schools were made by a 
Chicago investigator. 
This man said 
that, 
generally 
speaking, 
country 
schoolbouses were more insanitary than 
the poorest buildings in great cities. He 
offered figures which apparently showed 
that the country child had less oppor- 
tunity to be healthy than the child of 
the sltuns. 
It Ls instructive to recall 
these remarks in connection with ;l dis- 
patch from Winchester. Ind., which told 
of a visit made by Calvin N. Kond/iU, 
New .Jersey state commissionor of edu- 
cation, to certain 
consolidated 
rural 
schools in Randolph county. Some time 
ago Mr. Kendall asked government au- 
thorities 
for 
information 
concerning 
'•'the best ruj-al schools in the country," 
and was referred to the school of Ran- 
dolph county. "T was never more sur- 
prised in my lif-e," ]Mr. Kendall ig re- 
ported to have said, after visiting the 
schools of Randolph oounty. 
"Vihea I 
return to Trenton I am going to write 
several of my county superintendents 
and ask them to visit the schools here.'^ 


The existence of these model institu- 
tions in Randolph county was unknown 
to many people prior to "the visit of Mr. 
Kendall, who was formerly superintend- 
ent of schools in Indianapolis. He has 
not been absent from the city for many 
years, and while here he was conversant 
with the state's educational affairs gen- 
erally. As he wag amazed at being re- 
ferred back to his own state for model 
rural schools it is reasonable to suppose 
that Randolph county's improvement has 
been attained within a comparatively 
short time. 
Thig supports the main 
contention in defense ot rural schools as 
they are being built and conducted to- 
day. The old type of i-solated "district" 
school is disappearing. 
The day when 
impoverished, 
ignorant 
or 
neglectful 
townships are expected to create and 
maintain the best sort of educational 
plant is passing. In I^ndolph county, 
consolidation has enabled the coxmty 
superintendent, Mr. Driver, to gain first 
place among all country school dis- 
tricts. 


Randolph county is in the east-central 
part of the state. It has no large cities, 
Winchester, the seat, having a popula- 
tion of perhaps 5,000 or more. 
This 
shows what other counties may do. Last 
years, Mr. Neal, state high school in- 
spector, accompanied by a number of 
instructors, visited Randolph county. He 
said at that time that he regarded the 
"consolidated school system of Randolph 
county as the most remarkabln 
and 
most efficient in the state." 
Liberality, 
co-operation and sustained interest are 
said to be responsible for Randolph's 
superior position.

among young girls is on the increase 
in Philadelphia, Mrs. Albert Smith, head 
of the city police

members of the Women's Social union 
of the Reformed church, at their fall 
meeting in the Reformed church build- 
ing recently.

Smith 
said 
drinking 
among 
young girls is the most serious problem 
that is facing the mothers of the city. 


"Something is wrong with our fam- 
ily life to bring about such conditions 
as the police matròne are finding," ehe 
said. "There is a most decided increa&e 
in drinking among young women of 
the better class families. 
One police 
district's records showed that in one 
month there were sixty-five arrests of 
women for drunkenness to thirty-two 
arrests of men. 


Go on the cen- 
tral streets any night about midnight, 
and. j'ou'll fi,nd drunken 
ffirls.

Child Labor Law of 


Year 1913. 


Deputy State Factory Inspector Kay- 
ser, of Indianapolis, is in the citv look- 
ing after the duties pertaining to his 
office. One of his principal duties on this 
visit is to investigate any violation of 
the, child labor law of 101.?. which pro- 
hibits the employment of any child im- 
der the age of fourteen year.s and also 
under sixteen and over fourteen years 
when they haAc not at first prociu-ed n 
legal certiticate from the .superintend'>nt 
of the Fort Wayne public schools. 
An- 
other violation is the employment of 
any child over fourteen years of ape wlio 
has not paspcd tlirough the lirth grade 
ill school. 
Not only does the deput;y 
state factory inspcetor investigate the 
conditions in tlie factories of this city, 
but will make a visit to all oflices of 
employers who employ children. 


The school officials of the city are of 
the opinion that many 
cmploycrR 
well as citizens do not understand the 
child labor law and that the offenses in 
many cases are not the outgrowth of 
willing disobedience but brca.u.se they 
are not either acquainted with the n - 
quirements of the law or do not know 
that such a lavv exists. 


Employers who violate thi.s law are 
putting themselves liable to a heavy 
penalty. 
Much annoyance is <>auped to 
the attendance, officers by 
employers 
neglecting to .send back to the oflice no- 
tice of the discharge or abandonment of 
the employment of children. 
Any child, 
boy or girl, over foiu-teen and under aix- 
teen, must be employed or must go to 
school. 


Since the child labor law has gone into 
effect the city school superintendent's 
office hag issued 1,030 permits to chil- 
dren over fourteen years of age who 
have completed the fifth grade in school 
in necordance with the terms of the law.

MAN'S LIFE IS LONGER. 


Average Length Increases Ten Years in 
Past 35, Says Doctor. 


Chicago, Oct. 26.—Within the last 
twenty-five years the average length of 
man's' life has been increased ten years, 
according to Dr. Victor C. Vatighn, dean 
of the-medical college of the University 
of Michigan, one of the speakers be- 
fore the central states 
conference on 
problems of social hygiene which held 
its concluding sessions here today.

Vaughn said it is possible that human- 
ity if the present advance in medical 
learning is continued will see the aver- 
age length of life of the next genera- 
tion increased 15 years.

Gosben is rather proud—and justifiably, too—of the fact that 


the ha* just demonstrated that it is possible to conduct a fall fes- 
tival and do it successfully on a clean, wholesome basis. It extend- 
ed over three days, with the streets of the city thronged each after- 
noon and evening with merry throngs engaged at innocent enjoy- 
ment, the event culminating in a Hallowe'en parade and demonstra- 


' ifwj. that was ample in noise, in color, and enthusiasm, but without 


antoWard incident to mar the record of the week. 


Tho'notaWn feature of Goshnn's undertaking was the fact, that 


it was accomplished without a saloon on the job. without a "wide 
jpen" town and without rowdyism. Three arrests for drunkenness 
constituted the sum-total of law-infractions that camo to the surface 
during the three days of mo.rry-raaking. Moreover, there was not a 
gambling tlp.vU-o of any sort, in operation, not an immoral show and 
not, a questionable .•.tlrarlion of any sort in .-vidunw. Ooshen, too, 
is a fairly good-sized town. It was called upon, doubtless, to meet 
the contention in some quarters that for an occasion of this kind 
there should be. a temporary tilting of the "lid:" that for three 
days there might well be some license given for indulgence not per- 
mitted at other times, and that in honor of the occasion and to guar- 
antee its financial success there, should be special dispensation that 
would permit the application of a bit, of red paint to the town by 
those whose inclinations lead in that directions. 


But Goshen stood resolutely against all thut sort of thing, and, 


refusing to pander to depraved tastes, or to tolerate outlawry or in- 
decency even on a carnival occasion, supplied clean, wholesome 
amusement to many thousands of people. One man whoBO ideas of 
the fitness of things permitted hjav, to appear carrying a banner ad- 
vertising a saloon in an adjoining town was even taken from the 
streets and given some timely and effective admonition on the im- 
propriety of his conduct. Goshen's fall festival is said to have been 
clean throughout, and the, city's business men who were behind the 
enterprise may well bo gratified at its success. More than that, they 
have set a valuable example to other cities.
